The electronic “pacemaker” 15 
designed to take over when tht 
blockade occurs, 

Connected to Nisonoff's heart 
by ao long wire that centers a 
vein in his neck, it pulses two 
or three volts of electricity to 


|the_heart every minute. 


“Phe pulses are too weak to 
have any effect when the 
heart is functioning normally, 
but they shock the heart back 
into action when it falters. 
"The heart pacer delivers 

barcly enough power to light a 
flashlight bulb,” explained Dr 
Seymour Furman, = resident 
Surgeon of Montcflore Hospital. 
“But It's enough to keep a man 


alive.”

Nisonoff left the hospital yes- 
ferduy and returned to his 
hame in the Bronx planning to 
get a Jeather shoulder holster 
for the life-saving device. Mrs 
Nisonolf said today that her 
husband has been offered a 
holster that might‘ fit.

Fuchs 
has been allowed to read 
scientific Journals and NMtera- 
ture, and has been given 
notebooks in which ta work, 
out hia theorles — theorles 
later studied by British atomic 
res¢arch scientists, One pro- 
minent sclentist reckoned re- 
eently, that it would take 
Fuchs six months to catch up 
completely with new nuclear 
developments.

Sir,—Mr N, T. Chow seems to 
have the almost consistent habit 
of belittling nearly every film 
{hat is reviewed In the Hong- 
kong papers, The Jatest exam- 
ple is his comment on Mr An- 
thony Fuller's review of the 
Japanese science-fiction = film, 
“Tho H-Man.” [ cannot help 
but feel that Mr N, T. Chow, 
despite his erudition, possesses 
a remarkable immature men- 
tality. ~ 


He docs not find the film “in 
the Icast frightening.” So what? 
1 wasn’t horrified by it but I 
still enjoyed it very much. Me 
Chow deseribes the dialogue as 
“Incredibly “banal.” What does 
he expect the dinlogue to be in 
a science-fiction film? He con- 
siders the dubbed voices “frigh- 
tening.” On tho contrary, after 
an initial surprise, I thought the 
dubbing was charming . ana 
natural (at any rate, the audi- 
ence did not. find it funny or.
